The journey would 
pot be broken; it woald be completed in qaicker 
time; therefore, we should not have so jong to 
brood over the woe (0 come and the woe 
that ie past.

The gaia in 
time would be mach. ‘jhe gain in comfort 
would be more, At its worst, the scheme 
| romises to contrast with the present me‘hod 
as favourably as an express railway journey 
compares with a journey made in stopping 
trains and accompanied by the wretched neces. 
sity of changes.

PRESS OPINION. 


(From ‘ Al Moayad.”’) 

‘*No advance can be made in the educational state of 
a nation unless the system of training in that nation 
answers al! her needs’. (Report of Lord Oromer, 1903.) 

The policy followed by the Ministry of 
Edocation in the rystem of training is that 
the primary schools should be the means of 
making those who attend them able as much 
as possible to :ead and write; and that the 
Ministry should endeavour to dieplsy to the 
Government ite great attention and concern to 
advance arte. Bat the troth is that the 
Ministry is absolotely indifferent on that 
point. The only object of the secondary and 
higher traiving is to prepare Government 
employés. Official treining meets only some of 
the nation’s wants and spreads among a 
fraction of the people. How mary times has 
the Legislative Council raised its voice, aeking 
that all regolations relating to aducational 
training sboold be submitted to it! Bat 
the answer of the Government was always 
that the Legislative Cooncil has nothing to 
do with regulations relating to edacational 
training. Arsoming that the roles of the 
Legielative Conncil do not allow its inter- 
ference with such regulations, which is certainly 
aotroe, are not the pupils that attend Govern- 
ment schools some of the members of that 
Council, or the sons of their kinsmen, or of 
thore who chose them as representatives to 
examine the laws by which the nation is 
governed | Can such people have no right to 
examine the laws enacted for the training ot 
their sons! 

There are no schools in the country, except 
the Government schools, such as can give 
thore who attend them the offisial certificates 
by which y othe can be appointed to Govern- 
ment posts or can enter the higher schools. 
Otherwiee we sheuld say to the apper c'asses 
of the nation: “Why, theo, yor are free to 
send or not to send your sons to the Govern. 
ment echools as long as the Government does 
not wish to harmonise the system of trainiog 
in accord with yoor own desires.” 

This is certain'y an anreasohably arrogant 
policy of the G vernment, since the money 
speot on education from the Treasary is 
the money of the psople, the money paid 
by parents as school fee: for their sons is 
also the morey of the people, and those 
who teke charge of their edacation receive 
their salaries from the money of the peop'e 

And yet the education badgat ia only 
decided upon atter an accord with the Le 
gislative Council. N. twithstanding, if the mem 
bers of the Legislative Council were to knock 
at the door of the Ministry of Edocation, and 
aek bow their boys are being edacated, the 
Ministry would tell them, throogh Mr. Dan.
